EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. Applicant's election of claims 1-6 is acknowledged. Because Applicant did not 
distinctly and specifically point out the supposed error in the restriction requirement, 
the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 
Applicant have the right to file a divisional application covering the subject 
matter of the non-elected claims 7-8. 

The traversal is on the ground(s) that see the election paper. This is not found 
persuasive because the fields of search for method' and device claims are NOT 
coextensive and the determinations of patentability of method and device claims are 
different, that is process limitations and device limitations are given weight differently in 
determining the patentablitity of the claimed inventions. Also, the strategies for doing 
text searching of the device claims and method claims are different. Thus, separate

searches are required. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL

3. Claims 1 -6 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests in claims 1: preparing a plurality of FBAR chips, each FBAR 
chip comprising a substrate, air gap and piezoelectric layer unit, which are successively 
arranged, a plurality of electrode pads electrically connected to the piezoelectric layer unit, and 
bumps balls formed on the electrode pads in a one to one ratio; preparing a duplexer substrate 
having a duplexing circuit; reversing a plurality of the FBAR chips after contacting then with the 
duplexer substrate so that the substrates of the FBAR chips face upward, and bonding the 
bump balls to the duplexer substrate; forming protective structure by use of a film, the 
protective structures being positioned on side surfaces as well as an upper surface of the 
respective FBAR chips; and forming a molding portion on the duplexer substrate so as to cover 
the protective structures.
